Cochran. Sr., and his wife came to 
this country from England about

Liberty township in this county.

that time and for quite a while 
afterwards this section was part of 
the extreme western frontier and 
we presume that it was for this 
reason 
that 
the 
blockhouse 
was

There is a record of a little girl 
being taken by the Indians from 
Liberty township, and of her return 
many years later. Several years ago

Shortly after the publication of 
column No. 27—notes that required 
some investigation were placed in 
our hands. 
After due research, we 
found the tale to be authentic and 
we herewith give it to you—just as 
it was given to us. 
Our friend John Brackon was an 
Englishman of the old school and w-e 
even have reason to believe that he 
was born in England and emigrated 
to America with his family when a 
young man. 
At any rate in this 
country he preserved his old world 
loyalties and was a member of the 
English (Christ Episcopal) church. 
We have been unable to find any 
evidence of hts marriage, so we 
rather 
imagine 
that 
he 
was 
a 
bachelor. 
Shortly before the outbreak of the 
Revolutionary War he made his will 
and left his entire estate to Christ 
Episcopal church, for next to his 
love of country was his love of the 
established church. 
In the York county court house 
we find recorded the will of one

Brackon,

The will was 
made April 6. 1779, and entered to 
probate November 14. 1780.

HEED FOR GIVING 
5 WORTHLESS ( HECKS 


Chicago, July 23 (A P)—A federal 
court ruling th a t an employer may 
discharge workers who seize prop­ 
erty In sit-down strikes appeared 
headed today for a Suprem e Court 
review. 
The decision was rendered F ri­ 
day night by the United States C ir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals. 
It set aside a N ational Labor Re­ 
lations board order finding the Fan- 
steel Metalurgical corporation guilty 
of unfair labor practices and direct­ 
ing the re in sta te m e n t of 92 men 
discharged February 17, 1937, when 
they occupied the com pany’s North 
Chicago plant. 
Belief was expressed in informed 
W ashington quarters th a t the board 
would appeal. 
Charles Fahy, gen­ 
eral counsel for the N.L.R.B. com­ 
mented “the reasoning of the board 
was correct; th a t of the m ajority of 
the court was incorrect.” 
Leonard C. Bajork, regional direc­ 
tor of the board, also took issue with 
the court’s findings. Van A. Bittner, 
regional director of the Steel W ork­ 
ers Organizing com mittee, said he 
expected the governm ent "will apply 
take care of the situation.” 
The workers’ status a t the time 
they occupied the plant as strikers 
was the principal issue. 
The court m ajority, Judges Will 
I M Sparks and W alter C. Lindley, 
held the workers lost their status 
as employes when the com pany dis- 
| charged them and hence “there was 
: no longer a m ajority of petitioners’ 
I employes who were m em bers” of the 
union which sought collective bar­ 
gaining rights. 
“It is urged by the board th a t the 
| commission of a crime by strikers 
does not preclude their right to 
| bargain with petitioner," the m ajor - 
; ity opinion said. 
“This we admit, 
provided they still are employes and 
represent a m ajority of all. 
“W hat we hold is th a t there was 
just cause for discharge, it was exer­ 
cised, and those who have not been 
re-employed are not employes and 
were not at the tim e of the findings 
and order of the board.” 
In a dissenting opinion, Ju d g e ! 
W alter E. Treanor contended the 
strikers remained employes for the j 
duration of the strike. 
The court’s m ajority said “it can- ! 
not be denied th a t ah employer is 
warranted in discharging his em ­ 
ployes, and severing th a t relation­ 
ship when they take and retain ex­ 
clusive possession of his property 
against his will." 


UNRliLY BEARS 
GET THE OLD ONE-TWO 
Yellowstone National Park. Wyo 
(AP)—After three strikes a bear is 
out of Yellowstone N ational Park. 
T hat is a

nounced by rangers worrying over 
an increase of 125 per cent in the 
num ber of bear-bitten tourists this 
year. 
Under the new rules if a bear 
bites or strikes at a visitor he is 
placed on probation and rangers 
keep a close watch over him. 
If he is found guilty a second 
time he Is hauled to another part 
of the park, 
The rangers slosh a 
streak of paint across his brow to 
indicate he is a "tough customer." 
When he bites a third time he is 
captured, crated and shinped to a 
zoo.
